It must lie drunk hot, arid not warm 
(110 to 150 degrees). 
If necessary, 
fifteen minutes or more may be con­ 
sumed in sipping a gobletful. 
Wood­ 
en cups prevent the water from cool­ 
ing quickly. 
The water inav be flav­ 
ored with lemon, sugar, salt, ginger, 
etc., if necessary, but it becomes very 
agreeable to the palate without such 
after Hie patient has taken it for a 
short time. 
The d<jwc must be taken one hour 
and a half before each meal, with ali­ 
so] ate punctuality, and one at bed­ 
time. 
Patients have the first dose 
brought to their bedside, and consume 
it lief ore rising. 
'The passage of the 
fluid into the intestine, or its absorp­ 
tion before the meal, is insured by th s 
rule. 
The quantity taken daily must 
ae modified according to the effects 
produced. 
The temperature of the water should 
be increased as fast as the patients can 
bear it. 
It is remarkable how high a 
iegree of heat some patients can en- 
lure after taking hot water for months. 
At first such a temperature would blist­ 
er the mouth. 
Below HO degrees the 
heat is not sufficient to have any ef­ 
fects save as an emetic. 
The administration of hot water 
mint be continued at least six months 
in order to get its full effects. 
It will 
foe some weeks, as a rule* b efore any 
beneficial effects become markedly ap­ 
parent. 
It is not sufficient for a test 
of its value that it be given at irregu­ 
lar intervals, with variable degrees of

A Lofty Pyramid. 
Fresh proofs are reported to have 
been discovered of the existence of an 
ancient civilization hr Mexico. 
In So­ 
nora, about sixty miles south-east of 
the town of Madeline, some explorers 
have found in the heart of tht virgin 
forest a pyramid which is 4,350 feet 
round in the base and 750 feet high— 
that is to say, nearly double the size of 
the great pyramid of Cheops. 
I rom 
the base to the summit there is a road­ 
way on which vehicles can travel round 
the vast erection in a spiral. The out­ 
side walls are built of granite blocks 
carefully tooled and bedded. 
A little 
further off is a hillock, with hundreds 
of caverns and chambers cut in it, from 
5 to 15 feet wide and IO to 15 feet long. 
They have no windows, and are en­ 
tered bv the roof. 
The walls are cov­ 
ered with hieroglyphics aud curious 
pictures with the feet and hands of 
men. 
Stone utensils have also been 
found there. Who the builders of these 
ancient monuments wen* is still unset­ 
tled, but, according to AV tuber ut, they 
p ro b ab ly belonged to Mayes, who for­ 
merly inhabited Sonora, and were a 
different race from the Italians, having 
blue eves, a white skin. and blonde 
hair.— Rehotofc Sunt lug Herald.

We have published several articles in 
praise of the Russian drink which has 
been extensively recommended as es­ 
pecially beneficial to jtersons predis- 
I>oe?*<l to consumption and other affec­ 
tions of the lungs. 
In nearly every in­ 
stance we have taken occasion to state 
flint the medicinal 
properties of this 
drink were probably duo to the alcohol 
it contained. 
This has been denied by 
some of our correspondents, but we 
now notice that Prof. L. B. Arnold, 
one of our highest authorities in regard 
to such matters, declares that koumiss, 
as a curative drink, is a humbug. 
He 
says that “the formation of alcohol from 
tile sugar of milk is the principal 
hang*, and alcohol is the chief new 
product, and it is only to lie recom­ 
mended for use where alcohol would lie 
prescribed. ” 
In other words, the drink­ 
ing of koumiss is but a roundaliout way 
of obtaining ail alcoholic stimulant. 
A 
sweet milk rum punch would tie far more 
healthful, although the name m ight 
not sound quite so well in a temperance 
community.

A rrowroot M ilk P orridge. —One 
large cup of fresh milk,new if you can get 
it jane cup of boiling water, onejteaspoon- 
ful of arrow root, wet to a paste with 
cold water, two teaspoonfuls of white 
sugar, a pinch of salt.

The culture is extrem ely 
sim ple, tieing only to hoe around and 
amongst the plants for a week or two 
before the runners get set, and then 
when they 
interfere too 
much, let 
the wee is and grass grow up, and as 
fast as they get above the strawberry 
plants, 
mow 
them 
down. 
Next 
season the plant < will be so thick that all 
grass and w eeds w ill lie kept down. 
D o 
no cultivating in the spring until after 
the fruit is off, then you can chop out a 
few plants here and there, or lay out 
rows again by spading part of the old 
plants under, letting new layers grow 
out and root in the hoed ground. 
By 
this means a lied may lie kept fruitful 
for many yearn. 
If you have r<»om 
in 
your garden, set out a few blaek-cap 
raspberries, a few red ones and some 
blackberries; also some choice grape­ 
vines, and let these grow up and give 
you some of their lucious fruits. 
But 
you will very likely be afraid to set the 
raspl>erry and blackberry, on account 
of their sprouting so badly from the 
roots. 
But these sprouts are not so 
terrible, for they are really as easy to 
keep down as weeds, and I think more 
so, aud they are not a bit more constant 
in coming to the surface.—German­ 
town Telegraph.

Mr. Charles G. Leland thus writes 
from 
London to the New Orleans 
Tim es-D em ocrat: 
“There is, however, 
in England, as in every other country, a 
disposition to greatly exaggerate the 
advantage which the United States en­ 
joys in possessing so much cheap land. 
I was told, only recently, that but for 
this we might be as backward as any 
country. 
To which I replied : ‘Do you 
really attribute onr prosperity to land 
alone?’ ‘Yes,’ was the answer. 
‘How, 
then, is it that Russia, with so much 
productive soil, is the land of miserably 
poor peasants?’ ‘Ah! the Russians are 
a very different people from the Amer­ 
icans.’ 
‘T here,’ I said, ‘at the very first 
question you change your argument 
from the land to the character of the 
inhabitants.’ 
Adam Smith has shown 
that in fact the worst land in any 
country is generally the first settled. 
It is not understood here or elsewhere 
in Europe that the truest elements of 
prosperity in a country are freedom, 
equality, justic** and education. 
Add 
to this free exchanges 
w ithout much 
extravagance, few paupers and very 
few immoderate fortunes, 
and 
we 
should have the chief clements of m a­ 
terial prosperity. 
If we take let us 
say, 1,000 men, and settle them any- 
: where there may he found for every 
m e his work. 
If they can produce 
more than they can consume of any 
fabric or mat?*rial let them sell it to 
another community. 
But if we intro­ 
duce to this commerce a millionaire, a 
; lord or any person who will keep a 
large train of half idle servant* and es 
tabli-h extravagant standards of living 
and wants beyond the majority, we at 
once bring in that which results in in­ 
dolence, [loverly and vie?*. 
An aristoc­ 
racy did great goal and little harm ilur- 
! ing'the Middle Ages; now the condi­ 
tions are exactly reversed. 
The point 
was long since pass?si in America when 
this became 
generally 
understood. 
Here in England we ar?* just getting to 
it. 
Half Hie world is still more than 
half convinced of the truth of the coup­ 
let • 
Let law* ami faming or religion die; 
Bat, oh, preserve our old nobility! 
while the other half is beginning to be­ 
lieve that for every grain of independ­ 
ence and culture in the aristocrat there 
necessarily results ounces, if not pounds, 
of flunk?yism and d?*gradation in his 
dependents and 
admirers. 
I 
have 
HjKiken of the rapidly growing prosper­ 
ity of England and til?; manifest im ­ 
provem ent in the education and ap­ 
pearance of the lower class. 
Jnst in 
proportion to this is the growing im ­ 
patience at the prestige of mere rank 
and inherited wealth, and the anger 
that such beings as flunkies and servile 
followers and d?*eendents should be 
regularly trained and made, so to speak, 
to disgrace the name of Englishman.

W hat to do in a Tornado. 
Sergeant Finley, 
Signal officer at 
Kansas City, M o., has published the 
following advice with regard to precau­ 
tions agaiust tornadoes: 
“The inhabitants of a tornado-fre 
quented district must be watchful in 
the season of visitations, for he can 
never know when the destruction may 
come upon him. 
On the first sign of 
the approaching vortex, he must run 
always to the north, unless by going in 
that direction he w ill have to cross the 
entire path of the sterna. 
If he is 
nearer to the southern edge than to the 
center of the probable path, he may go 
south, bearing slightly east; but in no 
event should he ever run directly to 
the east or north-east. 
It is impos 
Bible to 
save 
any 
building 
that 
may lie in the path of the tornado, 
or 
any property that cannot 
be 
got 
out of its way. No material, no method 
of construction can lie competent to re­ 
sist the raging destruction. 
Nothing 
rising above the ground can escape it. 
The most practical measure of precau­ 
tion is to 'construct a ‘dugout’ at some 
suitable point, 
within easy 
distance 
from the house, to serve as a place of 
refuge or shelter. 
The retreat should 
be entirely under ground, with a roof 
at least three feet ti lick, not rising above 
the surface of the earth, and entered 
from the northern or eastern side. 
A 
I ‘cellar-cave’ may be constructed from 
the cellar, if tile house has one, as a 
substitute fora ‘dug-out.’ 
It should be 
excavated from the west wall of the cel­ 
lar, 
toward the west, and should be 
made as com plete and secure as the 
‘dug-out.’ 
If, however, the storm can­ 
not be escaped, if no refuge is at hand, 
or there is not time to get to it, the safest 
thing to do is to place one’s self against 
tho west w all of the cellar, face forward 
or against the south wall, as near the 
south-west corner as possible. 
The 
north-east quarter is in any case a fatal 
J 
iosition, and should always lie avoided, 
f one is actually overtaken by the tor­ 
nado, his only resource is to cast him ­ 
self face downward upon the ground^ 
with Ins head to the east and his arms 
thrown over his h?*ad to protect it. 
If 
a stump or large stone, or anything 
heavy that the wind w ill not blow over, 
is near, lie may get a trifle of protection 
! by throwing him self to the eastward of 
it. 
If in a house with no cellar, he 
should get into the west room, on the 
ground floor, if possible, and away from 
all stoves and heavy furniture.”

The new excise bill that will proba­ 
bly become a law of New York is now 
before the legislature. 
The bill sub­ 
stantially codifies the liquor law of the 
state, provides for the classification of 
licenses into beer, ale and spirituous 
liquor classes, makes optional on the 
part of the commissioners the granting 
or refusal of a license, bnt gives the 
right of appeal to a court of competent 
jurisdiction in case of a refusal to grant 
a license; amends the civil damage act, 
prohibits the sale of liquor, etc., on 
Sunday, imposes a penalty on corpora­ 
tions organized for transportation of 
freight and passengers for employing 
men of intemperate habits, and makes 
it a misdemeanor on the part of any 
commissioner who votes to grant a li­ 
cense in violation of an y of the provi­ 
sions of the act. 
It is declared that the 
bill does not extend any privileges to 
the liquor interest, but offers protection 
to honest and respectable dealers.

A Lofty Pyramid. 
Fresh proofs are reported to have 
been discovered of the existence of an 
ancient civilization iu( Mexico. 
In So­ 
nora, about sixty miles south-east of 
the town of Madeline, some explorers 
have found in the heart of the virgin 
forrst a pyramid which is 4,350 feet 
round in the base and 750 feet high— 
that is to say, nearly double the size of 
the great pyramid of Cheops. 
From 
the base to the summit there is a road- 
wav on which vehicles can travel round 
the vast erection in a spiral. The out­ 
side walls are built of granite blocks 
carefully tooled and bedded. 
A littlo 
further off is a hillock, with hundreds 
of caverns and chambers cut in it, from 
5 to 15 feet wide and 10 to 15 feet long. 
They have no windows, and are en­ 
tered by the roof. 
The walls are cov­ 
ered with hieroglyphics and curious 
pictures with the feet and hands of 
men. 
Stone utensils have also been 
found there. Who the builders o f these 
ancient monuments w e r e is still unset­ 
tled, but, according to A7 LitnraL they 
probably belonged to M a y os , who for­ 
merly inhabited S o n o r a , and were a 
different race from the Italians, having 
blue eves, a white skin, and blonde 
h a ir.-—Rehoboth S u n d a y H erald.

[On Dec. I I last, two 
tons of colored candy were dum ped 
into the Hudson River by the H ealth 
Board of New York City, having been 
seized from tile confectioners who had 
used deleterious m atters to eolor it.— 
E d.] I find the children really delight 
in watching the operation of boiling and 
enjoy the necessary testing, cooling and 
tasting. 


E verton T a ffy:—B oil a pound of 
brown sugar, an ounce of butter, and 
two tablespoonfuls of cold water to ­ 
gether. 
W hen cook cd enough, add a 
tablespoonful of vinegar, and !>oil up 
again, stirrin g briskly all the while. 


B oston B aked B eans. —Soak them 
over-niglit, in the m orning drain, then 
cover with w'arni waiter, and add one 
pound of pork. 
Boil gently half an 
hour, then turn them in a colander, and 
rinse with three quarts of cold water, 
then put half of them in the bean-pot, 
then the pork, then the rest of the lieans.

S piced B eef.—T ake about twenty 
pounds of l>eef, which rub well with 
about throe ounces of coarse brown su­ 
gar, and {rat into a pan for tw enty-four 
hours. Pound up to a powder two onnees 
of saltpetre, 
two ounces of allspice, 
a little nutm eg,one blade of mace and six 
cloves. 
Mix this 
with twelve ounces 
of common salt and the juice of four 
ounces of pounded juniper lorries, and 
rub well into the !»eef, repeating this 
daily for threw w ceks. 
W hen really to 
be cooked, wash in cold water and place 
in a deep-covered pan the size of the 
m eat, to which add a quarter-pint of 
w ater. 
Cover it w ith beef suctchopped 
very fine, over which put a common 
paste crust.

put into the oven; when done let it get 
cool before taking off the crust and suet.

Koumiss tor Consumptives. 
W e have published several articles in 
praise of tile Russian drink which has 
been extensively recommended as es­ 
pecially beneficial to persons predis­ 
posed to consumption and other affec­ 
tions of the lungs. 
In nearly every in­ 
stance we have taken occasion to state 
that the medicinal properties of this 
drink were probably due to the alcohol 
it contained. 
This has been denied by 
some of our correspondents, but we 
now notice that Prof. L. B. Arnold, 
one of our highest authorities in regard 
to such m atters, declares that koumiss, 
as a curative drink, is a hum bug. 
He 
says that “the formation of alcohol from 
the sugar of milk is the principal 
chang*, and alcohol is the chief new 
product, and it is only to lie recom ­ 
m ended for use w here alcohol would be 
prescribed.” 
In other words, the drink­ 
ing of koumiss is but a roundabout way 
of obtaining an alcoholic stim ulant. 
A 
sweet milk rum punch would be far more 
healthful, although the nam e m ight 
not sound quite so well in a tem perance 
community. 


C o o k in g f o r B a b y . 
Arrowroot M ilk P orridge. - -One 
large cup of fresh m ilk,new if you can get 
it ;oae cup of boiling w'ater, om;|teaspoon­ 
ful of arrow root, wet to a paste w ith 
cold water, two teaspoonfuls of white 
sugar, a pinch of salt. 
P u t the sugar 
into the m ilk, tile salt into the lioiling 
water, which should be poured into a 
farina kettle. 
Add the wet arrowroot 
and boil, stirring constantly until it is 
clear, put in the milk and cook ten m in­ 
utes, stirring often. 
Give while warm, 
adding hot m ilk should it be thicker 
than gruel. 


Arrowroot J elly. -H a lf a pint of 
boiling water, one scant tablespoonful 
of Berm uda arrow root wet with cold 
water, two teaspoonfuls of white sugar, 
a pinch of salt. 
Make as you do the 
porridge, om itting the milk and cooking 
ten m inutes iu all. 
Turn into a mold 
wet with cold water to form. 
To be 
eaten when cold, with cream and pow­ 
dered sugar.

As a rule, evergreens are more diffi­ 
cult to transplant than deciduous trees, 
on account of the const int rapid evapo­ 
ration from their large leaf-surfaco. 
Therefore a moist cloudy 
spell of 
w eather is greatly to be preferred for 
the operation. 
In the case of Dines, es­ 
pecially where few sm all fibrous roots 
are found, great care should Ito taken 
not to m utilate or cut cfi any of these. 
In the spruces, junipers, arbor-vities, 
etc., num erous fibres are the rule, too 
much attention cannot Isl paid 
to

W hat to do in a Tornado. 
Sergeant Finley, 
Signal officer at 
Kansas City, Mo., has published the 
following advice with regard to precau­ 
tions against tornadoes: 
“The inhabitants of a tornado-fre­ 
quented district m ust be w atchful in 
the season of visitations, for he can 
never know when the d e tra c tio n may 
come upen him. 
On the first sign of 
the approaching vortex, he m ust ru n — 
always to the north, unless by going in 
that direction he will have to cross the 
entire path of the stereo. 
If he is 
planting pistillate sorts to have some nearer to the southern edge than to the 
perfect sorts in the same bed to fertilize 
the flowers and m ake them bear. 
This 
little bed will bear for you six good 
crops at least, and provide your table 
through the straw berry season 
with 
this fine dessert berry—this luscious 
fruit th a t has no equal am ong all the 
berries. 
Any man th at can set a cabbage 
or a tom ato plant can also set a straw ­ 
berry plant, and they will grow in al­ 
most any kind of soil 
and produce 
abundantly. 
The culture is extrem ely 
sim ple, being only to hoe around and 
am ongst the plants for a week or two 
before the runners get set, and then 
when they 
interfere too 
m uch, let 
the wee Is and grass grow up, and as 
fast as they get above the strawl>erry 
plants, 
mow 
them 
down. 
Next 
season the plantt will be so thick th at all 
grass and weeds will be kept down. 
Do 
no cultivating in the spring until after 
tile fruit is oil’, then you can chop out a 
few plants here and there, or lay out 
rows again by spading part of the old 
plants under, letting new layers grow 
out and root in the hoed ground. 
By 
this means a bed may lie kept fruitful 
for many years. 
If you have room 
in 
your garden, set out a few black-cap 
raspberries, a few red ones and some 
blackberries; also some choice grape­ 
vines, and let these grow uj) and give 
you some of their lueious fruits. 
B ut 
you will very likely be afraid to set the 
raspberry and black berry, on account 
of their sprouting so badly from the 
roots. 
But these sprouts are not so 
terrible, for they are really as easy to 
keep down as weeds, and I think more 
so, and they are not a bit more constant 
in coming to the surface.—G erm an­ 
town Telegraph.

‘There,* I said, ‘at the very first 
question you change your argum ent 
from the land to the character of the 
inhabitants.’ 
Adam Sm ith has shown 
th at in fact the worst land in any 
country is generally the first settled. 
It is not understood here or elsewhere 
in E urope that the truest elem ents of 
prosperity in a country are freedom, 
equality, j native and education. 
Add 
to this free ewhang-** 
w ithout much 
extrav Ignace, few paupers and very 
few im m oderate fort anes, 
and 
we 
should have the chief clem ents of m a­ 
terial prosperity. 
If we take let us 
say, I,(RH) men, and settle them any­ 
where there may Im- found for every 
cm* his work. 
If they can produce 
more than they can consume of any 
fabric or m aterial let them sell it to 
another com munity. 
B ut if we intro­ 
duce to this commerce a m illionaire, a 
lord or any person who will keep a 
large train of half idle servant* and es 
tabli-h extravagant standards of living 
and wants beyond the m ajority, we at 
once bring in th at which results in in­ 
dolence, poverty and rice. 
An aristoc­ 
racy did great good and little harm dur- j 
ing the M iddle Ages; now the condi- 
tions are exavtly reversed. 
The point 
was long since passed in America when 
this became 
generally 
understood. 
H ere in England we are just getting to 
it. 
Half the world is still more than 
half convinced of the tru th of the coup­ 
le t- 
Let laws anti learning or religion die; 
Hut, oh, preserve our old nobility! 
while the other half is beginning to be­ 
lieve that for every grain of independ­ 
ence and culture in the aristocrat there 
necessarily result s onnees, if not ponnds, 
of flunkeyism and degradation in his 
dependents and 
adm irers. 
I 
have 
sjHiken of the rapidly grow ing prosper­ 
ity of E ngland and the m anifest im ­ 
provem ent iii the education and ap­ 
pearance of the lower cla>s. 
Ju st in 
proportion to this is the growing im ­ 
patience at the prestige of mere rank 
and inherited wealth, and the anger 
that such beings as flunkies and servile 
followers and decendents should lie 
regularly tram ell and made, so to speak, 
to di-*irace the name of Englishm an. 
Thackeray was the first to effectively 
show what a mean snob and slave an 
Englishm an could l»evome by tieing a 
servant and parasite, 
and 
how the 
higher the lord w as, the lower tho lack­ 
ey became.
